Only thi.s morning the correspon- 
dents at the frin*., for British news- 
capers, while writing of the British 
artillery 
and

successes, 
waiued the public that an advance 
must be made by infantry and not by 
artillery, and that 1he British army 
could not expect to come out of the 
engagements 
scathless. 
First

counts of the battle, however, state 
the British casualties were not heavy. 


The news spread through L/ondon 
like wildfire. 
There 
was 
a frantic 
rush to obtain special editions of even- 
ing newspapers. All along the Strand 
.and other thoroughfares there was a 
iturmoil of excitement. Prom tops of 
busses passengers and especially sol- 
diers, cheered tidings which had been 
awaited so eagerly.

in little groups scanned special edi- 
tions then broke out in cheers of joy. 
The war office announced ihe neces- 
sary passenger traffic between Great 
Britain and the continent would be 
regulated closely and reduced as far 
as possible. Only those having ser- 
ious reasons are permitted to travel. 
To prevent transmission of naval and 
r military information, 
all passengers' 
baggage will be searched. 


In the evening following this daily

New Plan Successful,

—A tremendous British offensive was 
launched at half-past a even this morn- 
ing over a front extending twenty 
miles north of the Somme. The as- 
sault was preceded by a terrific bom- 
bardment 


The British troops already have oc- 
cupied the German front line, 
and 
have captured many prisoners. 


The terrific ' 'bombardment 
which 
preceded the attack lasted about an 
hour and a half. It is too early as 
yet .to. .give any but the barest par- 
ticulars of the fighting, which is de- 
veloping in intensity. 
The British 
casualties have so far been compara- 
tively light, according to an official 
report. 


Unprecedented Bombardment. 


The artillery Bombardment oi the 
last few days was concentrated this 
morning with a degree of fury and. a 
number oi guns which were unore- 
cedcnted in the region of Albert and 
the Somme, with the French oper- 
ating to the south. 


At 
s^ven-thirty 
o'clock, 
through 
clouds of smoke and dust which hong 
over the whole field as far as the 
eye could see, the infantry sprang 
from trenches for an assault over a 
front of twenty miles. 
Already it 
has gained possession of the first'line 
trenches, and the advance is continu- 
ing. 


The new British trench mortars, 
which fire thirtj--five shots a minute, 
played a great part, cutting wire en- 
tanglements and destroying trenches. 
-Large numbers of prisoners have 
been taken. Some of the prisoners 
say the British curtain of the fire 
prevented them from from getting 
for the last five days. 


French Troops Co-operate 
A 
British 
staff officer, who wit- 
nessed the advance at the junction of 
French and British lines, said the at- 
tack was launched as though the men 
were on parade. 


Simultaneoxisly with the launching 
of the British offensive. French in- 
fantry advanced to the attack. This 
movement of French troops was inau- 
gurated over a section of the French 
line adjoining the junction point with 
the British front. 


Announcement In London. 
' 
London, July 
1.—-An 
attack was 
launched north of tie river Somme 
this morning at 7:30 in conjunction 
with the French," says 
an 
official 
announcement given out here today. 
"British troops have broken Into the 
German forward system of defenses 
on a front of sixteen miles. 
"The fiehting is 
continuing. The 
French attack on our immediate right 
is proceeding equally satisfactorily 
"On the remainder of the British 
front raiding parties again succeeded 
in penetrating the enemy's defenses 
at many points, inflicting loss on the 
enemy and taking some prisoners." 


Five Day Bombardment. 
The tremendous offensive which has 
been launched by the British army on 
the German front is the culmination 
of a five day bombardment which in 
the amount of ammunition expended 
and in the territory involved, exceeds 
anything of the kind that has been 
previously known in the world war. 
For some weeks reports have been 
current' in England and France that 
the "big push" of the British 
was 
about to commence. It was stated 
England had two million 
men fully 
equipped and trained in preparation 
for the supreme effort to break the 
German line. 
More 
than 
1,000,000 
shells are declared to have been 3red 
daily in the 
preliminary 
bombard- 
ment, which extended over-a front of 
ninety-eight miles in length. 
The menace of the British attack 
was fully appreciated in Germany, ac- 
cording to newspaper comments from 
Berlin, and the utmost confidence was 
expressed in the ability of the Ger- 
mans to meet and crush it. 


Allies on the Offensive. 
The allies are now on the offensive 
in practically every field of the war. 
The British assault comes on the 
heels of the great success won by the 
Russians in Galicia 
and 
Bukowina, 
•which have resulted 
in completely 
driving the Austrians from Bukowina 
and are still continuing. 
On the Italian front, the 
central 
powers 'nave also met with severe re- 
verse.? and for several days the Ital- 
ians have been steadily driving the 
Austrians from position after position 
in Trentino. 
The defense also of Verdun by the 
French appears to have stiffened, and 
the balance of battle in that contested 
sector aonears 
recently to

stayed in favor of.xhe defendants. 
New Tactics Employed. 
The great offensive undertaken by 
British officers, according to reports 
from the front and th'e comments of

• the favorite tactics of the Germans 
the British did not attempt a partial 
advance by massing their artillery at 
a given point-on the line, and follow- 
ing an intense bombardment by in- 
fantry attack in serried columns.

] German line along the entire ninety 
miles of attack. They sought to level 
the German trenches and destroy the 
concrete fortifications which sheltered 
the German machine gun squads. Hur- 
ricanes of shells were .also directed 
against the German barb wire entan- 
glements.

The following outline of treatment 
is recommended for the physician's 
use in treating Fourth of July wounds' 
Freely incise every wound 
Carefully and thoroughly remove 
from the wound every particle of for- 
eign matter. 


Cauterize the wound thoroughly 
with tincture of iodine. 


Apply a loose -wet boric acid pack 
for dressing.

Inject subcutaneously 1,500 to 3 000 
units of anti-tetanis serum 
(tetanus 
antitoxin). 
In no case should the wound be 
closed; it should be allowed to heal 
by granulation. 
The dreslng and packing should be 
removed every day. 
-uFoi,.tne convenience of physicians 
the Wisconsin state board of health 
has provided over 
100 distributing 
stations in this state for the sale of 
anti-tetanic serum and other serums 
and antitoxins.

LESS FEAR OF WAR NOW 


THAN ANY TIME PREVIOUS 


Stockholm, July 1.—The 
Swedish 
people are breathing more easily now 
than at. any time .since the war be- 
gan. 
They are. convinced at last that 
their king and their government are 
determined to maintain a strict and. 
impartial 'neutrality until peace shall 
have been declared and they plunging 
?Vith renewed vigor into a prosperity 
unprecedented in the history of the 
country. 


That Sweden would gife up this 


prosperity and the happiness which 
has come with it for the perils, -the 
poverty and the misery of war seem- 
ed unthinkable to the foreign obser- 
ver, but it cannot be denied that the 
political 
and 
international 
crisis 
through 
which the country 
passed 
the latter part of May brought it dan- 
grrously near to the brink of catas- 
trophe. 
Not that the people wanted 


war—far from'it—but the anti-Russian 
propaganda carried forward by an in- 
fluential group of politicians known as 
the Activists attained for a time 
a 


momentum which threatened all the' 
dictates of< neutrality and 
was out- 
spokenly an effort to force Sweden in- 
to war with her 
traditional 
enemy, 
Russia, and thus ally this 
part of 


Scandinavia with the Central Powers 


This Activist movement 
was 
de- 


nounced by the Socialists and Liberals 
in the Swedish Parliament as 
more 
pro-German than pro-Swedish and was 
referred to on one occasion bv Social- 
ist leader Branting as having' a "dan- 
gerously strong financial baching The 
pro-German press of Sweden 
carried 
the. campaign at times to a violent ex- 
treme and the bitterness 
engendered 
between these papers and those repre- 
senting the liberal and 
.-. ciallst 
ele- 
ments of the country may not be 'ef- 
faced for years to come.

There is one thing about tobacco 
that the hardest smoking devotee, 
even the doctor himself—and that is 
saying much—freely concedes, aame- 
ly, that tobacco never did a boy any 
good. If mothers and fathers are at 
all concerned about the future well 
being .of their boys 'they will exact the 
most solemn pledge as regards the 
use of tobacco before the. age of twen3 
ty-onfi. There, is no particular evil 
jn -cigarettes not present 1n cigars or 
the pipe, but when a boy develops the 
cingarette habit he: is handicapped In 
his start in life. From" the first pack 
of cigarettes it is only a step to the 
poolroom and from that eminent posi- 
tion the-boy soon metamorphoses into 
the fuil-fledged bystander who infests 
the street corners. 
That the moderate use of tobacco 
by this full grown man works and se- 
rious harm to health, efficiency or lon- 
gevity we are unable to say, though 
we b&lieve abstinence from1 -tobacco- 
assurps the man better health and a 
longer time to enjoy it. Unfortunate- 
ly, there are no authentic statistics 
about this, as there are about the 
moderate use of alcohol. 
We have 
only isolated instances and personal 
opinions to guide us in form a judg- 
ment. And, taking into consideration 
the large number of clergymen, physi- 
cians, lawyers, whiters, actors, bur- 
glars and reformers who live by their 
wits and stimulus of tobacco, it is dif- 
ficult to conclude that the noxious 
weed is all 
bad, especially 
as com- 
pared with alcohol. 
All well educated doctors know and 
teach that it is better to be a total
